Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and  Loughborough  Hospital  are 
available  for  cases  requiring  institutional  treatment. 

CHILDREN  are  admitted  to  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and 
Loughborough  General  Hospital.  WarAvickshire  Orth¬ 
opaedic  Hospital  is  also  available  for  orthopaedic  cases. 

OTHER  delicate  and  ill-nourished  children  (3 — 5)  are  admitted  to 
the  Children’s  Convalescent  Home,  Woodhouse  Eaves. 

Cases  of  scabies  are  removed  to  Melton  Public  Assistance 
Institution. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  :  Infectious  cases  are  removed  by 
ambulances  provided  by  the  Leicestershire  Combined 
Isolation  Hospitals  Committee.  Non-infectious  cases  are 
removed  by  ambulances  provided  by  the  St.  John  Ambul¬ 
ance  Brigade  at  Loughborough.  Colliery  accidents  are 
removed  by  ambulances  provided  by  the  Leicestershire 
Coal  Owners’  Association. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES:  Provided  by  County 
Council.  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  at  the  Methodist 
Church  Schoolroom.  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  at 
Cripples  Guild,  Packe  Street,  liOughborough.  The 
Tuberculosis  Officer  attends  at  John  Street,  Loughborough, 
Artificial  Pneumothorax  treatment  is  given  at  John  Street, 
Loughborough.

NURSING  IN  HOME  :  General  nursing  in  home  is  provided  by 
a  Resident  Dictrict  Nurse  under  supervision  of  the 
Leicestershire  Nursing  Association  and  aided  by  local 
voluntary  contributions.  A  full  time  midwife  under 
Leicestershire  Combined  Hospitals  Committee  is  resident 
in  the  district.

EMERGENCY  PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  :  Many 
examinations  of  blood  and  faeces  for  Typhoid  and  Dysentery 
are  carried  out  here.  Material  for  immunisation  and 
vaccination  may  be  obtained  here.
